The original thinker* of ©very ciVi- 
lized country in the world have been 
racking their brains fok some time past 
to devise ingenious exhibits for the 
World’s fair. As k result there will be 
much to be seed at the great exposition 
next year that will be very decidedly 
out of the ordinary, * Fi^m every 1 ami 
will come persons and objects unfa- 1 
miliar to the people of} all other conn*

tries, an l it U therefore not at all re¬ 
markable that among the proposed ex¬ 
hibits thero have been announced a 
great many which will attract general 
attention even before the often in^' of the 
World’s f air. 

There will beoueeutertaimueut at the 
fair which, in boldness of conception 
and elaborateness of execution, will 
prolmbly not bo surpassed by anything 
iu that great aggregation of curiosities. 
It will benothiug less than an ambitious 
effort to reproduce on » comparatively 
large scale the great volcano of Kilauea, 
Hawaii, one of the Sandwich Islands. 
This great lire and lava spou ter lias loug 
l»eeu known as the “Inferno of the Pa¬ 
cific Ocean.” It is almost always in a 
state of eruidion, and although it is 300 
miles from Honolulu, on the Hand of 
l>ahu, hundreds of people make the tedi¬ 
ous steamboat trip in order to witness 
the awe inspiring spectacle of a massive 
mountain belching forth lire, ashes and 
nauseous vapors, while the molten lava 
pours down its sides from the forbidding 
orifice like the saliva from the distended 
jaws of a mail dog. 

Walter lhirridge, the Chicago scene 
painter, is to do the principal part of the 
work, and for the purpose of having the 
picture true to life he visited Hawaii, 
taw the volcano in eruption, took photo¬ 
graphs and mode sketches of the sceue 
iiid then returned home to go to work 
tMt his immense undertakiug. Were this 
counterfeit presentment of a vulcauu to 
consist of nothing but the “dull, sullen 
canvas,” It w>»uh k we a rcely Is? worth any 
special mention. It will, however, be 
something more than a picture. It will 
be what might be appropriately cal HI a 
“spectacular cyclorama,” for it will have 
its eruptious at stated'intervals, and if, 
the proposed programme is carried out 
they will be very realistic.. The cyclo- 
raiua upon which Mr. Burridgo is work¬ 
ing will represent the entire crater of 
Kiladea, with its walls ami lakes of 
lava, eruptions, explosions, steam, fire, 
ashes and vapor. It will be colossal in 
its proportions. Its total length will lie 
400 feet, arrauged in a circle 133 feet ill 
diameter, and the height will be 50 feet. 
This volcano in miniature will Tie ready 
for tho opening of the World's fair. 

Another uuique and it may be added 
particularly attractive efhibit will bo 
a young woman who is to ‘journey nil 
the way from California. Her name is 
Ray Snusbiuo Beveridge, ami it is be¬ 
lieved that she is the only female black¬ 
smith in the United States. A forge 
anil be set up in the California building 
for Miss Beveridge, and there will l»o 
sold daily the articles which her dainty 
fingers will forge from the stubborn 
iron. California's commissioners are 
prond to admit that Mi^s Beveridge will 
be tho most attractive exhibit from their 
state. She is a niece of ex-Governor 
John L. Beveridge, of Illinois. 

The story of thyi jducky young lady’s 
work as a blarkauntli is qmfWSntwr***t- 
ing. Sho is not following iu, thq foot¬ 
steps of her father, nor h> she an ap¬ 
prentice in a horsesh-.wiug ♦■ataldish- 
meut. She will ignore that branch of 
the trade a | !cf'«*t»<cr. Miss tiev«riJge is 
a student, if that designation bo appli¬ 
cable, at the tVggs\v*‘U I\.Jytechnic ill- 
statute in S .ii Frantiiico. Site con- 
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posing shapely arms that are brown 
Apd strong looking, but not sinewy, and 
a^big leather apron protect* her apparel 
from tho danger of lying sparks. The 
ar^aon of her attire which seems 
place in <a\jlaAsmith shop is her 
footwear, which she insists upon wear¬ 
ing of the daiutiest pattern. No matter 
how sloppy may be the ground in the 
. Vicinity of her anvil, she sticks to her 
pretty shoes. Miss Beveridge is not go¬ 
ing at her trade iu a hit-or-miss fashion. 
She is making a study of it, and she un¬ 
derstands welding ami forging as well 
in theory as in practice. • When tho 
proposition to go to tho World's fair to 
give daily exhibitions of her skill as 
a representative of California was 
broached, she at first demurred, but 
upon being reminded that’her exam¬ 
ple might afford encouragement to 
acfaie* other member hf her Bex she con¬ 
sented. 

Who is there in the United States who 
has not heard one or more stories of tho 
famous old whaling bark Progress, 
which will be another of the queer, in¬ 
teresting and historic objects on exhibi¬ 
tion at the World's fair? The Progress 
has had a remarkable career, and her 
trip to the great Columbian exposition 
for the purpose of illustrating the past 
and prt«ent of an important industry, 
which is fast dying out, will fittingly 
end the active work of this old time 
whaler. 

The Progress was launched at West¬ 
erly, H. I., iu 1843. She was then known 
as the Charles Phelps. Sho was 107 feet 
long, 27 feet beam, 19 feet depth of hold 
and registered 358 tous. She was con¬ 
sidered a monster whaling vessel iu 
those days, and while the Workman were 
fitting her out for her first whaling voy¬ 
age thousands of person^ from the sur¬ 
rounding country visited the vessel. 
She made several trips to the south Pa¬ 
cific ocean, and did so well "there that 
she was scut north into the arctic wa¬ 
ters. She was one of the four vessels 
which in 1871 got safely out of the ice 
jam which crushed thirty-three tine 
ships as if they were eggshells. The 
lives of 1,2H0 men, thrde women and 
five childreti were saved on this occa 
«on, principally bv, the cl ear headed ness 
and cool judgment of Captain Bowden, 
of the Progress, who sailed for Hono¬ 
lulu with 338 of the uufnrtunates. 

The others were carried to the same 
place by tho three tvumiiiing shijM. The 
masters received from the United States 
government thirty-five dollars for each 
passenger rescued, ami in addition Cap¬ 
tain liowden got a gold medal and >i 
handsome watch for his courag* h»us con¬ 
duct. The old Progress has earned 
enough money in her time to make sev¬ 
eral very respectable fortunes. On one 
trip alone she cleared $80,000 on whale¬ 
bone. Bile has been lying bile at a New 
Bedford dock for leu years until re- 
sparred ami fitted up k< >me nine ago for 
Vr voyage' to Chicago. 
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MISS i’KVKKIDUB AT WOlfc. 
oeived the idea that woman’s superior 
taste in orii.'uueutatitiu could be put to 
good ii** in small trutiworkiug for dec¬ 
orative purpiea**. Like Uie deteri-I' 
girl that she is, she set to work to v> r * 
feet herself in this brauch of tl»e l*be k- 
smiUiiug trade, and the rapid advance¬ 
ment she has already made warrants 
her iu hoping some day to riw far above
